AFTER ANNA 

What exactly does a City Council president do? 

By Isaiah Thompson 

J ust over a week ago, 2nd District Councilwoman Anna Vema 
announced that after 36 years on City Council, 11 ofthose as 
its first female president, she will not seek re-election. That 
means Council will have a new president — and that, in turn, could 
mean a lot ofthings. Or, possibly, not much at all. 

Thepowerofthe position ofCity Council presidents, essentially, 
twofold. The president has the authority to assign legislation to 
committees of his or her choice and generally get bills on or off the 
agenda. It doesn’t sound so exciting, maybe, until a president can’t 
seem to find that little ordinance you needed passed . 

And then there's the money. Council gets a little more than $16 
million for its operating costs from the city — no tiny sum — and 
that money is administered by the Council president. Little differ- 
ences in how it gets divvied up make big differences to Council mem- 
bers: A tad extra moolah might pay for a better computer, a fancier 
office party or even a whole job, say, for a beloved constituent. 

The Council president holds a small lever, perhaps, but keeps it 
wedged beneath a highly interested group of people. The position is 
as big or as little a deal as tire president makes it. 

Former Mayor John Street’s Council presidency was, famously, 
of the big-deal variety. Streetdid not just run the body; he ruled it 
with an iron fist. Defy his agenda (as did then -Councilman Michael 


Nutter) and you felt his wrath. For Street, the entire body wasa 
means to an end. Council was his poker chip. 

Councilwoman Vema, on the other hand, played it cool . Her years 
as president have been characterized, insiders say, by a shift away 
from the drama of inter-Council warfare and the systems of punish- 
ment and reward that kept Council members glued to their leader. 

Each model has its merits — and drawbacks. Under Verna's eq- 
uitable reign, newer Council members probably had an easier time 
pursuing their agendas and finding a place at the table. Butequity 
comes at a cost. Over the past few years, for example, the very fact 
that Council members have felt comfortable doing as they please 
has led to a series of unnerv- 
inglv long delays in Council's 
most important job: passing 
the city’s budget. The atmo- 
sphere also allowed for stone- 
walling on difficult votes by 
Council members worried about their image. Council woundup 
rejecting Nutter’s sweetened-beverage tax because it was too contro- 
versial, then rejected raising property taxes enough to make up for 
the difference in revenue, then finally shrugged and left the mayor 
with a hole to fill — not exactly a model of coordination. 

What kind of president will we see next? The presumed front- 
runners are Councilman Darrell Clarke and Councilwoman Marian 
B.Tasco. But lips are tight. It’s too early to make enemies, and with 
four seats suddenly wide open, we might see not a trickle of new 
blood in Council but something more like a pipe bursting. If there's 
one way for newbies to get traction fast, it’s helping elect a president.

+ AH, DEMOCRACY! 

It’s now been two months since Philadelphia City Council agreed 
to allow public commentsduringits weekly meetings.The new open- 
mic invitation is a welcome step toward sunshine, but with that 
light comes a responsibility to follow Council code: First, keep 

limited to “the bills or resolutions that are on Council's calendar." 

It’s been an experiment in democracy with experimental results. 
At last week’s meeting, for example, the three-minute rule was 
bludgeoned repeatedly when activists opposing drilling in the 
Marcellus Shale spoke on a resolution against proceeding 
without more research. For one speaker after another, the three-min- 
ute mark would pass, and amplifiers below he ceiling would offer a 
brief staccato buzzing to stop them. About 30 seconds later, a sustain- 
ing electronic horn would sound.The speakers remained undaunted. 

Then came resistance to Rule No. 2, when a South Philadel- 
phia businessman attempted to address a recently passed garbage 
fee — atopic which was not. Council President Anna Verna 
pointed out, on the agenda. “Ifyou don't come to lookinto my prob- 
lem , it’s your problem," the man replied, adding: “You’re a disgrace!" 
For her part, Verna remained unfazed and ready for the next speak- 
er, as always. —Matt Stroud 

+ LEAD BY EXAMPLE 

Robin Mack- Ward, a friend of his writer, is a levelheaded type: easy- 
going, calm, methodical and tidy. But this week she finally flipped . 
when he discovered Monday that the sidewalk wrapping around 


the park outside ofChrist Church, at Second and Market, still had 
not been shoveled. This was no petty fury: For one thing, Mack- 
Ward has a disability that makes it precarious to walk even that 
short a stretch of icy sidewalk — the only unshoveled section 
of Market for several blocks, with the exception, CP found, 
of the check -cashing joint be tween Third and Fourth . But she 
also points out that: the property owners really should know better: 
They are, after all, the government. 

Extending from the west and north edges of the park to the comer 
of Second and Market ( and including the curb cutouts, also piled 
with snow), this stretch ofsidewalkis the responsibility of the U.S. 
National Park Service, which maintains all of Independence 
Mali Almost every time it snows, says Mack-Ward, this sidewalk 
gets overlooked, and getting to work becomes a h azard. 

By Monday, the snow had rem ained unshoveled for five days. In 
that time, Mack-Ward had reported the sidewalk on seeclickfix.com. 
(The city's 311 service wrote that it would issue a fine, but “A fine 
doesn't do me any good," she notes. “Plus, wouldn't they just pay 
it with our taxes?”) She also e-mailed the Old City District and 
the Old City Civic Association, allied U.S. fork Service head- 
quarters and wrote every one of Phlly’s 17 Council members 
Not a single Council member replied, she says. 

On Monday afternoon, City Paper began callng, as well — and 
on Tuesday, while headed to CP headquarters (just south ofSecond 
and Market), we beheld an amazing sight: a dear sidewalk, dear curb 
cutouts and a U.S. Park Service-emblazoned plow, finishing the job. 

“I hope they continue this,” says an appeased-fbr-now Mack-Ward. 
“And that every time it snows we don’t have to raise hell to get 
them to follow the code. "Acting Park superintendent B.J. Dunn 
acknowledged “a flurry of calls" and told CP on Tuesday that "we’ve 
been reviewing internal operations." — Isaiah Thompson

Erin Murray used to hate Northeast Philly, But one day, the post- 
war homes along Harbison Avenue suddenly had charm. She was 
swept up by how they don’t try to hide whatthey are: “They’re the 
result ofhaving to make a lot of housing with not a lot of money. It’s 
humbling, and the houses look humble,” she says. There’s a term 
for such expressive buildings: “Architecture Parlante," also 
the title ofMurray’s exhibit made up of oil paintings and charcoal

BARNEY’S VERSION 


B CS/ VETERAN RICHARD J. LEWIS makes the jump to features with the sprawling 
story of Barney Rinofsky (Paul Giamatti), a hack TV producer who’s an intellectual 
and romantic on the side. Spanning several decades, from Barney's bohemian youth 
in Rome to his bachelor dotage, the movie, adapted from Mordecai Richter's novel, 
is pushed forward by his succession of revolving-door marriages, first to an abusive, 
suicidal poet (Rachelle Lefevre), then a high-maintenance socialite (Minnie Driver). 
Not until he meets wife No. 3 (Rosamund Pike) at the reception for his marriage to wife 
No. 2 does Barney get his first taste of bona fide love. Lewis and screenwriter Michael

Love him or hate him, David Mamet has 
carved a niche for himself in contempo- 
rary American culture.

The wonder of it all is that he’s done it 
mainly by pissing people off 
His latest, Race — showcased now in 
Philadelphia Theatre Co.’s first-rate 
regional premiere — evokes his best 
work ( Glengarry Glen Ross, Oleanna ) by 
chewing furiously on an issue while tell- 



Lawyers Jack (Jordan Lage) and Henry 
(Ray Anthony Thomas) are cut from the 
familiar cloth of Mamet professional 
■non: ruthless, frank and aphoristic, they 
(like Mamet himself) waste no time. “Do 
you know what you can say," bow tie- 
wearing African-American Henry asks 
Charles (John Preston), a rich white man 
accused of raping a young black woman, 
“to a black man, on the subject of race?” 

“Nothing,” Charles answers, correctly. 
But that doesn’t stop anyone from argu- 
ing the delicate issue. 

Race jabs our media-dulled, politically 

pragmatism — not only about race, 
but about law, sex and, of course, lies, 
lies and more lies. As usual, Mamet 
doesn’t dwell on character biography: 
Everything said and done moves inexo- 
rably toward the characters' goals, giv- 
ing their wide-ranging discussions a 
palpable urgency. This is one of those 
plays where we really shouldn't know 
the ending beforehand; its final twists 
and turns are spectacular. 

Don’t expect answers, though. If you 
think America’s race issues can be solved 
in a play — or in your lifetime — Race 
will disappoint and infuriate. If you’re 
offended by crude sexual language and/ 
or Mamet’s alleged misogyny, then you’re 
doubly fucked. What makes Mamet one 
of America’s great playwrights, though, 
is that he's willing to vivisect an issue 
without contriving a neat conclusion. It’s 
going to take a lot of work, we can infer 
from Race, and no smart-ass playwright 
can do it for us — but he can sure make 
us think.

| At Sundance, a West Philly filmmaker's doc 
S gets a well-deserved nod. By Sam Adams 

B undance reporting is all about trends: the new indie It Girl; 

| how many movies touch on this or that subject; what sells, for 

=» how much and to whom. But one that slipped by unnoticed 

S this year is that directors from Philly have taken home some ofthe 
Z festival’s top honors in two of the last three years. In 2009, it was 
£ Lee Daniels with the thrice-crowned Precious, and this year. West 
g Philadelphian Jon Foy was awarded the documentary direction 
| prize for Resurrect Dead: The Mystery ofthe Toynbee Tiles. 
S If you’ve lived in the city awhile, you need no introduction to the 

Toynbee tiles, though it couldn’t hurt to jog your memory. Embedded 
in asphalt all over the city (try 19th and JFK for starters), they 
have been broadcasting their message for more than two decades: 
“TOYNBEE IDEA/IN MOVIE 2001 /RESURRECT DEAD/ON 
PLANET JUPITER.'Tums out, similartiles have been found from 
Boston to Kansas City, Mo., and as far afield as Buenos Aires. But 
they’re nowhere so numerous as in Philadelphia, which is why 
Foy, who was raised in Willow Grove, dropped out of film school in 
Austin und moved back to Philadelphia to hunt for the Toynbee tiler. 

For five years, Foy cleaned houses for Homeworks and worked 
as a human guinea pig for medical studies at Penn and Drexel 
to finance the film. The protagonistis local artist and musician 
Justin Du err (ofthe band Northern Liberties), who has been hunt- 
ing for the origin of the tiles since the early 1 990s. While Resurrect 
Dead stops short of a definitive solution to the Toynee tiles mys- 
tery, it constructs a compelling hypothesis that manages to be 
wholly satisfying while still leaving majorquestions unanswered. 



Speaking of It Girls — where Sundance is concerned, a con- 
tractual obligation — this year’s most deserving candidate was 
Elizabeth Olsen , who held down the lead in the single-shot horror 
Silent House and the post-cult decompression drama Martha 
Marcy May Marlene. That Olsen is the younger sibling to tween 
dynasts Mary-Kate and Ashley accounts for the initial interest, 
but before long people were talking about her supremely self-pos- 
sessed and layered performances and not her bloodline. 

With clockwork regularity, the festival’s hothouse atmosphere 
turns minor mediocrities into fleeting sensations, a fate that this 
year befell Drake Doremus’ long-distance teaijerker Like Crazy. 
Starring the ever-colorless Anton Yelchin and a tightly wound 
Felicity Jones, the movie charts the seesawing progress of a trans- 
Atlantic romance imperiled by the vagaries of student visas and 
work permits. Doremus, who previously directed the directionless 
Douch ebag, drew inspiration from his own relationship, which 
accounts perhaps for the shapeless literal-mindedness with which 
the film transcribes the pair’s back-and-forth pas de deux. But 
his leads can’t convey the depth of feeling necessary to make the 


tedious up-down worth staying involved 
with. Nonethe less. Like Crazy nabbed a $4 
million distribution deal and the festival's 
Grand Jury Prize, as well as acting honors 
for Jones. (Considering that Martha Marcy 
May Marlene was in competition, Olsen 

Miranda July's days as a Sundance sen- 
sation may be behind her, but The Future 
was a singularly impressive second act 
Building on the perilously precious but 
miraculously inoffenave tone of Me and 
You and Everyone We Know, July brought 
adult concerns and a dash of libido to the 
story of a thirtysomething couple (July 

confronting the rest of their lives. You’d be 
forgiven for pulling the rip cord the second 
you learn that the film is narrated by a 
croaky-voiced cat, but after The Future it’s 
dear that July's ingenuousness is polemi- 
cal and notnaive; she’s forcing you todrop 
your defenses rather than taking refuge in 
nonexistent innocence. The post-screening 
discussion was dominated by viewers ask- 
ing July to clarify this or that point, but she 
wisely refrained. The questions she doesn't 
answer are the ones most worth asking.

ian moroney AND H illary Bor's triumvirate 
of South Street businesses — Pumpkin BYOB, 
Pumpkin Cafe and Pumpkin Market — is in the 
midst of mini-evolution, growing and contracting 
atthe same time. 

The couple has left the Cafe (1 609South St) due 
to a disagreement with theirlandlord. Luckily, they 
were able to shift it across the street to the Market 
(1 61 0 South St.), which now boasts a tightened 
selection of local groceriesinadditionto the Cafe's 
soups, sandwiches and ready-made dishes. 

While both Moroney and Bor wish it hadn'thap- 
pened this way, they're rolling with it. and "want to 
continue to be aforce in the neighborhood," accord- 
ing to Bor. And recent changes at their restaurant 
(1713SouthSt),whichopenedin2004,are bolster- 
ing that plan — they've brought in Bucks County 
native Christopher Kearse, who's put in work at 
Chlcago'sTru, Aliiea and ChariieTrotter’s, the French 
Laundry in Napa, and Lacroix and Blackfish locally, 
to run the day-to-day of the BYO. 

It's still very much Moroney's restaurant, but 
Pumpkin Is unique in thatthe typical hierarchy of 
th e back-of- the- house doesn t exist here. “ It’s not 
totalitarian," says Moroney. "If you have a strong 
kitchen, you let people do whatthey can do. '' 

That's precisely the approach Moroney's been 
taking with Kearse. The two chefs' styles could 
not be moredisparate. Moroney sees his plates as 
"cle an, functional [and] not terribly artistic, "while 
Kearse, who's built a modern-cookery skill set 
from past gigs. Is as detai l-oriented as they com e, 
arming himself with tweezers and squeeze bottles 
to piece together his playful presentations. 

“Familiar flamrs, done differently” is how Kearse 
describes his approach. A winter salad is built up 
with a menagerie of raw. cooked and pickled veg- 
gies, paired with pumpernickel "soil" and wal nut 
puree created with agar-agar, a thickening algae 
extract Quail comes with a gel of wine, mulling 
spices and cherries (another agar production) 
and dehydrated chestnuts, scattered across 
the plate in fastidious cairns Kearse knows that 
some diners can be reluctant to embrace these 
techniques, which is why he strives to catch a

I n 2008, about the time the Phillies were making the push to 
the pennant, I had my first Aviation at Apothecary. Steamy 
summer night. Swanky rooftop deck. The vibe was as slick as 
the condensation beading up along the glass. 

At the time. Apothecary was in limited com- 
pany of places pouring proper cocktails. These 
days, Luxardo maraschino and creme de vio- 
lette, two of the Aviation's principal elements, 
are common behind any cocktail bar that wants 



remains untouched, and duringthe three-month renovation, 
design firm URBANSPACEDEVELOPMENT carved out the tini- 
est little hooch hideaway — just three stools! — under the stairs. 

Behind this 2-by-2 bar is where you'll find Max Cutler most 
nights, recessed beer coolers, bitters vials and vintage chemis- 
try bottles all in his wingspan’s reach. Raised glass letters spell 
■ferrous sulfate” across the jars lining the bar top, but inside the 
cocktail buff finds pineapple cordial, apricot liqueur, housemade 
grenadine and other happy liquids informing specialties like the 
Final Pillage: buccaneer’s slugs of white and dark rums shaken 
with lemon, chai syrup and egg white to a lofty froth that Cutler 
stains with Angostura bitters.

But the bar at 13th and Drury — even though it’s now 
known as the Comer — still shakes the best. 

With a tight menu of fashionably laborious libations, the 
Comer hasn’t forsaken Apothecary’s spirit.Though the original 
marble bar downstairs has been turned into a gleaming open 
kitchen and 10- to 12-seat chef’s counter, the second-story bar 


right, furnished with gilt mirrors and Edison bulbs, framed in 
what looks like salvaged lumber from a turn -of-th e-ce ntu ry 
log cabin. It’s a good look, this Comer, as well as good-looking. 
The current space feels decidedly less chilly, friendlier, but the 
main difference between the Comer and Apothecary is food that 
matches the quality of its drinks.

The pierogies are one 
of many tasty dishes 
that make the Corner a 
destination on a block 
packed with them. 

Enter chef/partner Scott Swiderski, who, after 12 years 
cooking a steady diet of Angry Lobsters and wasabi mash 
at Buddakan, is taking a classed-up comfort-food approach 
to the Comer's menu. He’s got chef John “Chainsaw"Taus 
in tow — the two once worked together in the shadow of 
the 10-and-a-half-foot Buddha — handling sous respon- 
sibilities, making his own mark on the menu with the 
grandma’s-recipe pierogies that won him acclaim during 
his tenure at Snackbar. Puffed with creamy Yukon Golds, 
these tender, pan-caramelized crescents are picture-pretty 
under a pea-green comet of piquant chive crilme fraiche, 
one of many tasty dishes that make the Comer a worthy 
destination on a block packed with them. 

I found the masa tots crazy-addictive. Swiderski 
refers to these deep-fried tortilla/commeal orbs, piled on 
creamy, chipotle-enftamed clam dip, as Mexican falafel 
— a nickname that effectively conveys the tots’ crusty 
shells and fluffy centers. With a hard-candy lacquer of 
maple and bourbon, the bangin’ spare ribs have no equal, 
their succulent, slightly fatty meat imprinted with scents 
of cinnamon, star anise and other exotic braising spices. 

The ribs arrive arranged over pickled cukes, carrots and 
scallions, but it’s the Kirby served astride the epic grilled 
cheese that’s really noteworthy. I don’t even like pickles 
for shame, I know but this one, brined with dashi and 
finger chilies, is bewitching. Of course, it doesn’t hurt that 
the spear is served with a brioche-slabbed sandwich whose 
primary ingredients include Sottocenere cheese, black 
truffles and braised, pulled short rib. 

The buttered behemoth is some Man us. Food shit, man, 
and finishing it seems an insurmountable challenge. 

I managed, thanks to invisible forces like shallot, red 
onion, cilantro (tucked into the sandwich) and pineapple, 
lingering like a lipstick stain on the beef it helps to braise. 
They kept the rich dish from crossing into gratuitous ter- 
ritory. Just don’t order it in the same sitting as the gooey 
seared scamorza. Strewn with mint and garlic, flambeed 
with Sambuca, it’s delicious in its own right, but with the 
grilled choose becomes queso overload — even for me. 

Even with talent like Swiderski and Taus, two visits 
proved this kitchen not faultless. The malt vinegar pow- 
der tossed with the shoestring fries didn’t deliver the 
boardwalk punch I craved, and the under-seasoned meat- 
balls in the bun-engulfed sliders could have used an extra 
spoonful of Swiderski’s vivid Sunday gravy. 

With Barbuzzo and Zavino on the same block, Sunday 
gravy is a ballsy move, but Swiderski has an ace: his 
Calabrese father-in-law, whose spicy, pork-sufiused San 
Marzano tomato sauce clings to the ridges of al dente 
rigatoni at tile Comer. ( Hope that the night you visit 
features one of the occasional batches Swiderski stews 
with lamb neck bones, a move that intensifies the gravy’s 
savory makeup.) 

“Every Sunday, wo go over to my in-laws' for dinner,” 
the chef says, “and that’s what dinner consists of.” Which 
leaves me with just one question: When can 1 come along?
